try,  118  l*?iug  the  only  rcmiiining  one 
of  the  three  divinely  appointed  orders 
of  the  Church,  (apostles,  prophets  and 
teachers);  and  to  the  eldership,  as  liv¬ 
ing  tlie  ci>  workers  and  supporters  of 
the  inifiiotiy. 

The  new  pastor  allude  1  w  ith  much 
feeling  to  the  unusual  experience 
through  which  the  church  lnul  re? 
ceutly  passed.  He  said:  “  This  church 
is  in  a.  i>ecufia^  piaitiou.  The  only 
pastors  it  has  had  are  both  in  Heaven. 
Doubtless  they  often  think  upon  ns 
and  are  deeply  interested  in  our  wel¬ 
fare.  The  elders  of  the  Church  have 
told  me  of  the  feeling,  of  desolation 
which  weighed  ujhju  them  at  the  be 
tuning  of  the  year,  when  after  having 
been  so  long  without  a  pastor,  one 
•  ho  had  been  your  first  pastor  was 
taken  from  your  midst  ’  He  felt  that 
there  must  still  be  a  cloud  oversliad* 
•wing  the  brightness  and  ho] ie fulness 
>f  the  occasion,  a  minor  chord  niing 
ling  with  Hie  straiua  of  gladness — for 
the  tilling^  of  the  vacant  place  could 
not  but  revive  afreshl  pld  grief.  But 
he  would  not  rebuke  this  spirit,  lie 
would  uot  have  it  otherwise.  If  lie 
could  forget  or  ignore  the  tender  asso¬ 
ciations  which  Unhid  the  Church  to 
the  }>a.st,  ho  would  only  be  creating  an 
impassible  gulf  between  himself  and 
his  people.  He  wished,  rather,  to 
share  with  them  these  sacred  mem¬ 
ories  as  his  heritage  also.  But  grief 
should  not  be  morbidly  indulged  iu. 
It  is  a  duty  to  restrain  ourselves  from 
so  brooding  over  our  affliction  that  we 
become  unnerved  for  the  work  to 
which  God  calls  us.  Let  us  use  the 
remembrance  of  the  past,  as  an  inspi 
ration  for  the  future,  and  go  forward 
with  energy  and  cheer  to  meet  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  bequeathed  to  us.  In  the 
words  of  the  text  there  was  a  sugges¬ 
tion  as  to  the7  preparation  necessary 
for  discharging  these  res]x>usibilities 
faithfully.  Although  the  exact  mean 
ing  of  the  text  was  uncertain,  its 
words  gave  expression  to  the  feeling 
which  most  d«*eply  impressed  the  new 
pastor  in  entering  upon  his  ministra¬ 
tions.  The  words  might  lie  trails 
lated  “  baptized  iu  />/»/<•*•  <>J  the  dead.” 
Iu  various  places  in  the  Scriptures, 
the  Word  baptized  is  used  not  iu  its 
ordinary  meaning  but  to  signify  con¬ 
secration  or  dedication,  ;es  when  Christ 
asked  two  of  his  disciples  “Cup  ye 
ilrink  of  the  cup  that  I  drink  of,  and 
l»e  baptized  with  the  baptism  that  I 
am  baptized  with?”  It  was  this  con¬ 
secration,  this  dedication  to  fill  the 
place  left  vacant  by  death,  that,  he  de 
sired  amT played  for. 

Jn  thfc  course  of  the  seruiou,  Mr. 
Pauli  made  reference,  somewhat  in 
detail,  to  several  phases  of  Church 
work,  and  his  hopes  and  intentions  in 
regard  to  them.
